On-TRAIN CATERING 
InN VICTORIA 1908-1980 


The conclusion of 
a three-part article 


SECTION 6: In March 1908, the ownership of 


INDIVIDUAL 
REFRESHMENT CAR 
HISTORIES 


The VR introduced a total of 36 individual refreshment 
vehicles between 1908 and the end of 1980. The following 
section lists each vehicle in the order that it entered service 
as a catering vehicle (Note: This list does not cover those 
vehicles solely owned by the NSWR that operated in Victoria 
during this period, such as the RS buffet cars and ABS dining 
cars used on the Intercapital Daylight). 


KIEWA [ist]: Officially entered service on 24 December 
1886 as Victorian and South Australian Railway (V&SAR) 
joint stock sleeping car O3 in Melbourne after arriving from 
the USA in October 1886 aboard the ship Normandy. O3 and 
three other Mann Boudoir cars (O1, O2 and O4) were allo- 
cated to the Inter-Colonial Express between Melbourne and 
Adelaide when it commenced running on 19 January 1887. 

The Mann Boudoir cars were displaced from Melbourne - 
Adelaide trains by the new joint stock ‘E’ type sleeping cars 
in 1907. At this stage there were six Mann cars in service after 
the original four were joined by O29 and O30 when they 
entered service on 31 October 1889.

Mann Boudoir car O3 passed to the VR 
from the joint stock register. 

Converted to sleeping/dining car 
Mildura in August 1908. This vehicle 
was semi-permanently coupled to Ist/2nd class composite 
corridor car 59 ABC which had a vestibule door cut in one 
end to give passengers access to the dining car. 

59 ABC was built by Pickles & Company and originally 
entered service as 108 AA in 1889 (The AA cars were the first 
side corridor sitting cars to enter service in Victoria). Altered 
to 12 AC in 1902 and then 59 ABC on 14 August 1908 
(although this date is not certain). At about 1910 the car was 
recoded 59 ABL and then 11 BL in about 1918. Broken up on 
12 April 1961. 

On 14 August 1908 Mi/dura was put on display at Spencer 
Street station. It departed Melbourne on Sunday, 16 August 
1908 for Maryborough where it was attached to the train 
for Mildura. 

Renamed Kiewa on 27 March 1911 and outshopped with 
the following changes to the dining saloon: 
= the two longitudinal 5 ft. 6 in. x 2 ft. 6 in. tables and 12 

individual chairs (6 per table) were removed. 
= the space remaining was then divided into two compart- 


ments separated by a low partition. Each compartment 
was fitted with a 6 ft. 4in. x 2 ft. 3 in. table with fixed bench 
seating on either side of the table. 


Kiewa did not work with 59 ABL from this date. 

Kiewa and Avon were replaced by two new ‘E’ type sleep- 
ing cars named Wando and Buchan in August 1923. On-train 
refreshments were withdrawn and became available from the 
new RRR opened at Birchip on 25 August 1923. 

Sleeping/dining cars Kiewa and Avon were re-instated 
shortly afterwards when it was found that Birchip RRR was 
unable to cope with demand. 

Kiewa and Avon were withdrawn for the final time as sleep- 
ing/dining cars in January 1924 after a dining room had been 
provided at Birchip RRR to supplement the buffet section. 

Kiewa was outshopped as a 20 berth sleeping car on 16 
September 1924 after having had the dining saloon removed. 
It continued to be deployed on the Mildura corridor. 

Broken up in May 1929 after it was replaced in 1928 on 
Mildura services by one of the three new ‘E’ type sleeping cars 
built for this route named Werribee, Indi and Ovens. 


GOULBURN: Outshopped from Newport Workshops on 
23 November 1908. 

Converted to a dining/shower/staff sleeping car at New- 
port Workshops in April 1932 for use on Commissioners’ 
tour trains and other specials, such as Reso and Holiday Tour 
trains. Goulburn appears to have been equipped with auto 
couplers when it was converted. Six year later, in 1938, a third 
shower was provided. 

a at Ballarat during the Second World War (1939- 
1945). 

Overhauled in 1953 for use on the 1954 Royal Tour by 
Queen Elizabeth II and the Duke of Edinburgh. As a part of 
this overhaul Goulburn was externally repainted blue and 
gold. ; 
Outshopped on 6 July 1970 with the food preparation and 
heating equipment converted from slow combustion to LP 
gas. 

Goulburn was outshopped by Newport Workshops with 
viewing windows installed in one end of the car on 22 
December 1986. 
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COMBINED SLEEPING & DINING CAR. 


Outshopped from Newport Workshops in the special light 
grey and white colour scheme on 24 October 1988. 

Fitted with through Head End Power cables by Bendigo 
North Workshops in April 1991. 

Allocated to Steamrail in 1994 and stored as at June 1994 
in their compound at Newport. 


WIMMERA [ist]: Outshopped from Newport Workshops 
on 14 December 1908. 

Outshopped as the Medical and Vision Test Car on 7 Oc- 
tober 1938. It was no longer known as Wimmera from this 
time. 

In mid-1955 the Medical and Vision Test Car made its first 
state-wide tour since the start of the Second World War. This 
tour was completed over a four month period. Four years 
later, in 1959, it was redesigned internally. 

Withdrawn from service in 1981 and replaced by a road 
based medical caravan. 

Returned to service in August 1988 to undertake medical 
and vision tests in lieu of the medical caravan. The name 
Wimmera was restored at the same time. 

Last used to undertake medical and vision tests in 1992 
when it visited Bendigo. Wimmera was stored following this 
trip. 

Allocated to the ARHS Museum and railed on 2 June 1994 
to Seymour for temporary storage at the Seymour Loco Steam 
Preservation Group (SLSPG) compound. Prior to its move- 
ment to Seymour the car had been stored at Dudley Street 
where it had been the target of vandals. 

Transferred from Seymour to Melbourne on 20 October 
1995, and placed into the ARHS Museum at Newport during 
November 1995. 


CAMPASPE: Outshopped from Newport Workshops on 
24 December 1908. 

Rebuilt in 1925 with a combustion stove in lieu of the 
original Pintsch gas stove. 

Rostered to work as a buffet car on the Albury Express from 
September 1937 until the first full length steel buffet car 
entered service on this train in December 1938. 
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DINING CAR—SYDNEY AND ADELAIDE EXPRESS TRAINS. 
Seating Capacity: First Saloon, 24 passengers; Second Saloon, 18 passengers. Length over buffers, 74 ft. 1 in.

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From 6 February 1942 it was included in the consist of the 
Hospital Train assembled for the war time period. 

Stored at North Melbourne Car Shops between the end 
of the war in 1945 and 1952. 

Internally altered for use on the Breakdown Train in 1952. 
As a part of this work sleeping and dining accommodation 
for 16 men was provided. The Breakdown Train was origi- 
nally based at North Melbourne Loco Depot. 

Fitted with automatic couplers in 1956. 

Allocated to the South Dynon Loco Depot breakdown 
train prior to March 1974. 

Stored at Newport Workshops in December 1980. 

Transferred to the Historical Vehicle Register on 13 July 
1983 and allocated to the AFULE 

In 1988 Campaspe was allocated to 707 Operations, and 
by October 1988 it was stored at Seymour. 

It is currently stored within the SLSPG compound at Sey- 
mour pending restoration. Jointly allocated to the ARHS 
Museum and SLSPG. 


MITTA MITTA [lst]: Originally entered service as two 
separate first class ee 67A and 68A) that were both 
built in 1880 by the Williamstown Workshops. End platforms 
were only fitted to one end of both carriages, and it appears 
that they rode on a bogie at one end and a fixed wheel at the 
other. 

Both cars were displayed at the Exhibition Buildings in the 
1880 International Exhibition prior to entering service, along 
with two locomotives (O Class No.129 and aB class [possibly 
No.186]) in a joint VR/Phoenix Foundry of Ballarat stand. 

In June 1894, 67A was altered to Ministerial Car No.2, 
whilst 68A was altered to Ministerial Car No.1. 

Both cars were joined together on a common underframe 
in 1899 with the platforms facing outwards to form a new 
ministerial bogie car called Edinburgh. 

Outshopped on 3 December 1910 as dining car Mitta 
Mitta. 

Converted to the Vision Test Car in July 1924 following 
the demise of the Mildura dining car service. 
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Scrapped on 31 March 1939 after it was replaced by the 
new Medical and Vision Test Car converted in 1938 from 
Wimmera. 


AVON: Officially entered service on 22 October 1886 as Vic- 
torian and South Australian Railway (V&SAR) joint stock 
sleeping car O2 in Melbourne after arriving from the U.S.A. in 
August 1886 aboard the ship Iceburg. O2 and three other 
Mann Boudoir cars (O01, O3 and O4) were allocated to the 
Inter-Colonial Express between Melbourne and Adelaide 
when it commenced running on Wednesday, 19 January 1887. 

The Mann Boudoir cars were displaced from Melbourne - 
Adelaide trains by the new joint stock ‘E’ type sleeping cars in 
1907. At this stage there were six Mann cars in service after the 
original four were joined by O29 and O30 when they entered 
service on 31 October 1889. 

The ownership of Mann Boudoir car O2 passed to the VR 
from the joint stock register in the Winter of 1908. It was 
allocated to the Mildura line and occasionally to Adelaide 
services when traffic was heavy from this time. 

Recoded to Sleeping car No.6 on 14 August 1908. 

Outshopped from Newport on 2 December 1911 as sleep- 
ing/dining car Avon following the success of sleeping/dining 
car Kiewa (formerly Mildura). Avon incorporated all the 
changes to the dining saloon that had been made to Kiewa 
in March 1911. 

Avon was altered to serve on the Commissioners’ tour train 
and other special trains in the mid-1920s (possibly in 1924). 
The dining saloon was retained, whilst the major change was 
the conversion of two 5 ft. wide compartments to shower 
rooms. 

Officially broken up on 15 April 1932 after it was replaced 
by former dining car Goulburn. The two gas water heaters 
from the shower compartments in Avon were transferred to 
Goulburn for further use. 


AVOCA: Outshopped from Newport Workshops on 21 
April 1927. 

Outshopped after having been rebuilt with Stone’s electro- 
mechanical airconditioning on 7 February 1936. The interior 
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Steel dining car Avoca shortly after having been rebuilt with Stone’s electro-mechanical airconditioning

was altered to feature indirect lighting arranged in longitud- 
inal troughs down each side of the roof. Avoca was the second 
vehicle to be airconditioned by the VR. 

Used as the stand-by dining car for the Spirit of Progress be- 
tween November 1937 and April 1962. One sighting of Avoca 
on the Spirit of Progress was made on 21 February 1958. 

Painted royal blue with yellow lines in December 1953. 

Included in the consist of the Royal Train for Queen Eliz- 
abeth II and the Duke of Edinburgh in March 1954. 

The slow combustion cooking equipment in the kitchen 
was converted to LP gas when the car was outshopped on 22 
April 1969. 

Fitted with Spirit of Progress type bogies in lieu of the 
original 1927 vintage bogies in 1973. 

Avoca was outshopped after an extensive overhaul in May 
1984 for use on the Train of Knowledge. Two major changes 
introduced at this time were a freezer (Avoca was never fitted 
with a freezer prior to this time) and a new exterior colour 
scheme of red with a brown roof. Avoca retained its name, but 
was given the new classification and number of 235 RS. 

In December 1989 the Train of Knowledge was withdrawn, 
thus removing the only regular roster for Avoca. 

Transferred to Seymour in November 1991 and stored 
within the SLSPG compound. Avoca was still available at this 
stage for special charter trains run by the PTC. 

The Minister for Public Transport (Mr.Alan Brown) 
presented a cheque for $8,500 to the SLSPG for the external 
restoration of Avoca at a ceremony held at Seymour station 
on 14 December 1994 during the official launch of Sprinters 
on the Seymour corridor. 

Repainted in a brown/red heritage colour scheme by the 
SLSPG in July 1995 for use by V/Line Passenger in the ‘Classic 
Carriage’ fleet. 


HOPKINS: Outshopped from Newport Workshops on 21 
June 1927. 

Written off and sold to Commonwealth Railways (CR) on 
1 February 1950. 

Entered traffic on the CR on 2 November 1950 as DB 75. 
Outshopped on 7 March 1951 fitted with airconditioning 
and a larger kitchen area. 

Externally repainted in CR colours on 19 February 1952, and 
fitted with Bradford Kendall bogies from 1 December 1954. 

Written off on 29 March 1968. The last regular roster for 
DB 75 appears to have been on the standard gauge Ghan. 
It made its last run on this service in 1967. 


TAGGERTY (Buffet Car No.1): Outshopped from New- 
port Workshops as first class corridor car 34 AE on 12 Decem- 
ber 1910.

It was rebuilt at Newport Workshops in 1914 after having 
been damaged by fire at Bairnsdale in 1912. 

Outshopped from Newport Workshops as an aircon- 
ditioned buffet car on 10 March 1937. It was fitted with air- 
conditioning as a part of the conversion to a buffet car. The 
colour scheme in the buffet section was pastel green, cream 
and black. 

Entered regular traffic on the Bendigo corridor on 5 April 
1937. 

Named Taggerty on 10 March 1939 as a part of a general 
program to name all buffet cars after Victorian rivers. 

Taggerty was withdrawn from service on the Bendigo line 
on 20 June 1942. It appears that the car was stored for the 
duration of the Second World War. 

Placed back into traffic on the Bendigo line as a buffet car 
in October 1949. 

Repainted blue and gold externally from VR red in 1963. 

Taggerty was no longer exclusively rostered to the Ben- 
digo corridor with the extensive timetable and rostering 
changes of country passenger services introduced on 4 
October 1981. 

It appears to have been withdrawn from regular traffic in 
early 1984 with the delivery of the last BRS cars. 

Placed into storage in December 1984, and on 24 March 
1986 it was observed in the paint shop at Newport Work- 
shops stored with the Medical and Vision Test Car. 

Transferred to the private vehicle register on 21 December 
1987 after being sold to the Castlemaine and Maldon Railway 
(C&MR). It was stored at Spotswood by the C&MR. 

Sold by the C&MR to Steamrail in late 1990, and currently 
stored at Newport. 

Note: A photo of Taggerty in 1989 appears on p.16 of 
the October 1990 issue of Rail News Victoria. 


SPIRIT OF PROGRESS DINING CAR (MURRAY): 
Outshopped from Newport Workshops on 17 November 
1937. At this stage it was un-named and simply referred to as 
the ‘Dining Car’. It featured airconditioning, accommodation 
for 48 diners, and was built of Cor-ten steel to the same profile 
as the other Spirit of Progress cars. 

Entered regular service on the Spirit of Progress on 23 
November 1937. 

Outshopped with Commonwealth bogies rather than the 
original Spirit of Progress bogies on 5 December 1958. The 
concertina ends fitted to the car were removed in 1958. 

On 16 April 1962, through standard gauge passenger 
services commenced between Melbourne and Sydney. The 
dining car was replaced by VRS buffet cars on the standard 
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Buffet car No.1 shortly after it was outshopped in March 1937. Note that the name Taggerty had not been 
applied to the car by this stage 


gauge Spirit of Progress, and there was no regular roster for this 
vehicle. It was used on special trains after this change, such 
as those run to race meetings. 

It was renamed Murray in January 1963. 

In early 1964 it was fitted with standard gauge bogies and 
modified to be able to run off head end power. In this form it 
became available for standard gauge service from 10 April 
1964, but was transferred back to the broad gauge only three 


months later on 24 July 1964. It is unclear if it saw service on 
a regularly scheduled standard gauge train. 

The slow combustion stove was replaced by a liquid petrol- 
eum gas fired stove in 1965, thereby reducing the preparation 
time required to make the car ready for traffic. 

The tables and chairs in the dining saloon were stripped in 
1984 to enable Murray to be used as a dance car on special 
trains.

Murray replaced 43 BPL as the recreation car on the Train of : 


Knowledge tour starting on 10 September 1984. This occurred 
again on those tours commencing on 17 September 1984, 1 
October 1984 and 8 October 1984. Murray was permanently 
replaced by Moorabool on the Train of Knowledge tour starting 
on 15 October 1984. 

In March 1985 a new code and carriage number of 236 RS 
was applied at Bendigo North Workshops, although the 
name Murray was retained. 

Repainted from blue and gold to the special grey and white 
colour scheme in August 1989. It was marketed as being a 
conference car after this date. 

Repainted in November 1995 at Seymour into a brown/red 
heritage livery with a fawn roof to match other members of 
the ‘Classic Carriages’ fleet. It is now marketed as the Murray 
lounge car. 


WIMMERA [2nd]: Outshopped by Newport Workshops as 
a full length buffet car accommodating 27 diners on 19 
December 1938. This was the first steel bodied, aircon- 
ditioned car to regularly run on intra-state trains. 

Named Wimmera as a part of a general program to name all 
VR buffet cars after Victorian rivers in early 1939 (It was prob- 
ably outshopped with this name). 

In 1955 Canadian National outshopped six 26 seat dinette 
cars similar in design to Wimmera and Mitta Mitta. 

Converted to 2 VRS for service on the standard gauge Spirit 
of Progress in March 1962. It was fitted out for head end power 
operation and all electric cooking when converted for stan- 
dard gauge use. 

The Spirit of Progress and the Southern Aurora were amal- 
gamated to form a new service called the Melbourne/Sydney 
Express which ran for the first time on 3 August 1986. The 
VRS class buffet cars were assigned to the new train to pro- 
vide refreshments to economy class passengers. 
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Outshopped in the V/Line orange and grey colour scheme 
on 22 April 1988 in lieu of the original blue and gold colour 
scheme. It was renumbered 232 VRS at the same time. 

The VRS class buffet cars were transferred to the Inter- 
capital Daylight from 28 October 1990. Ten of the seats in the 
VRS cars were removed to provide a take-away food area. 
A bain-marie was also installed to display pre-cooked hot 
meals. 

The Intercapital Daylight ran for the last time on 31 August 
1991. This was the last regular roster for the VRS buffet cars. 

232 VRS arrived in Adelaide on 11 July 1993 after the PTC 
sold the vehicle to Australian National for use on their special 
train (the Explorer). The car had departed Melbourne on 
10 July 1993. 


MITTA MITTA [2nd]: Outshopped by Newport Work- 
shops as a full length buffet car accommodating 27 diners on 
14 February 1939. 

The SEC had worked with VR engineers on the interior 
lighting of this car to produce a softer, but more effective 
method of illuminating the interior. This was achieved by fit- 
ting louvred lights rather than the trough lighting of the two 
previous buffet cars. In addition, small frosted globes were 
fitted under the front of the counter to improve the appear- 
ance of the saloon. 

When new, the buffet saloon featured different shades of 
grey on the ceiling, walls and front of the counter, and tan- 
garine window sills. The rubber floor covering was a combin- 
ation of grey and brown. 

Converted to 1 VRS for use on the standard gauge Spirit of 
Progress in March 1962. It was fitted out for head end power 
operation and all electric cooking when converted for stan- 
dard gauge use. 

Renumbered 231 VRS on 23 November 1983.

The Spirit of Progress and the Southern Aurora were amal- 
gamated into a new service called the Me/bourne/Sydney 
Express which ran for the first time on 3 August 1986. The 
VRS class buffet cars were assigned to work on the new train 
to provide refreshments to economy class passengers. 

Outshopped in the V/Line orange and grey colour scheme 
in lieu of the original blue and gold on 18 December 1987. 

The VRS class buffet cars were transferred to the Inter- 
capital Daylight from 28 October 1990. Ten of the seats in the 
VRS cars were removed to provide a take-away food area. 
A bain-marie was also installed to display pre-cooked hot 
meals. 

The Intercapital Daylight ran for the last time on 31 August 
1991. This was the last regular roster for the VRS buffet cars. 

Allocated to the ARHS Museum at Newport in July 1992, 
and shunted into the museum on 5 October 1993 after having 
been stored in the Paint Shop located in the East Block of 
Newport Workshops. 


MOORABOOL: Outshopped by Newport Workshops as a 
composite buffet car with accommodation for 19 diners and 
12 first class passengers in two compartments on 1 June 1939. 

Repainted blue and gold from red and silver in 1958. 

The slow combustion cooking equipment was converted 
to LP gas from 18 August 1969. 

Moorabool was no longer exclusively rostered to the Gipps- 
lander (which it had been since the early 1960s) with the 
extensive timetable and rostering changes of country passen- 
ger services introduced on 4 October 1981. The customer 
seats along the counter were removed to allow ‘take-away’ 
meals to be served as a part of the changes introduced with 
the new timetable. 

Converted to recreation car 234 RS at Bendigo North 
Workshops on 3 October 1984 for use on the Train of Know- 
ledge (TOK). As a part of this conversion the interior was 
removed to provide an empty carriage, and the exterior was 
repainted red with a brown roof from blue and gold. The 
Moorabool name was retained. 

It was also used as a dance car in lieu of 11 BCPL when not 
running on the TOK. 

In December 1989 the TOK was withdrawn, removing 
the last regular roster for Moorabool. 

Allocated to Steamrail on 7 January 1993, and currently 
available for service as a part of the Steamrail fleet (stabled at 
Newport between td The exterior was repainted blue 
from the TOK red colour scheme by Steamrail volunteers in 
1995. 


NEWSRAIL May 1997 


TANJIL: Outshopped by Newport Workshops as a compos- 
ite buffet car with accommodation for 19 diners and 12 first 
class passengers in two compartments on 31 July 1939. Tanjil 
was the first VR steel buffet car to feature an all welded body. 

For a number of months after 12 February 1962 Avoca 
replaced Tamjil on the Gippslander, Presumably this was due 
to Tanjil being modified for service on the standard gauge. 

Outshopped in April 1962 as full length buffet car 3 VRS 
for service on the standard gauge Spirit of Progress. Unlike the 
other VRS cars, 3 VRS could accommodate 28 diners. The 
carriage was fitted out for all electric cooking and head end 
power operation at this stage. 

Renumbered 233 VRS in September 1985. 

The Spirit of Progress and the Southern Aurora were amalga- 
mated into a new service called the Me/bourne/Sydney Express 
which ran for the first time on 3 August 1986. The VRS class 
buffet cars were assigned to work on the new train to provide 
refreshments to economy class passengers. 

The VRS class buffet cars were transferred to the Inter- 
capital Daylight from 28 October 1990. Ten of the seats in the 
VRS cars were removed to provide a take-away food area. 
A bain-marie was also installed to display pre-cooked hot 
meals. 

The Intercapital Daylight ran for the last time on 31 August 
1991. This was the last regular roster for the VRS buffet cars. 

On 6 August 1993, 233 VRS arrived in Adelaide after the 
PTC sold the vehicle to Australian National in July 1993 for 
use on their special train (the Exp/orer ), It had departed Mel- 
bourne on either 2 or 3 August 1993. At the time, Tamjil was 
still in the VR blue and gold colour scheme, unlike the other 
VRS cars which were painted in V/Line orange. 


KIEWA [2nd]: Outshopped by Newport Workshops as First 
class corridor car 21 AVE on 16 July 1909. Recoded 21 AE 
in approximately 1910. 
Work was in progress in September 1939 at Newport Work- 
shops on converting 21 AE to a buffet car with an internal 
arrangement similar to Taggerty. Work on the car was sus- 
pended shortly after the outbreak of the Second World War 
and it was stored at Newport Workshops. It was later stored 
at Bendigo. 

Shopped at Newport in early 1955 to be converted to a 
restaurant car. 

Outshopped as restaurant car Kiewa on 19 September 1955. 
The car was fitted with airconditioning and Spirit of Progress 
type 4 wheel bogies at this stage.

Entered revenue service on the Horsham and Warrnam- 
bool corridors on 10 October 1955 sharing a roster with res- 
taurant car Moyne. 

Late in 1957, Kiewa was overhauled and was temporarily 
replaced by Taggerty. It is unclear which buffet replaced 
Taggerty on the Bendigo line. 

Withdrawn from service as a restaurant car on 4 April 1959 
with plans to return the vehicle to a standard ‘E’ type car 
with airconditioning. 

Outshopped in November 1961 as an airconditioned 
economy class sitting car coded 1 BG. It ran almost exclusi- 
vely on the Melbourne -Dimboola service from this date. 

It ran for the last time on the Dimboola line on 28 June 
1971, and was then shopped at Newport for a light overhaul. 
1 BG was then regularly rostered on the Yarram train from 
7 August 1971, until the demise of this train in 1981. 

Derailed and extensively damaged in a level crossing 
accident between Nyora and Lang Lang on 20 February 1979. 
It was repaired and put back into service. 

Outshopped on 30 October 1985 with an upgraded interior 
that featured carpets and cloth seat covers. 

Officially withdrawn from regular traffic on 25 December 
1991 along with the other airconditioned ‘E’ type cars. 

On 19 December 1991 it was sent to Ballarat North Work- 
shops to be modified for further use by the ASW project 
team, and was outshopped in early 1992. 

It was regularly noted as being stabled in the Carriage Shed 
at Ballarat station between assignments through 1994, and 
in 1996 it was sighted standing in the dock platform at the 
Melbourne end of Ballarat station. 


MOYNE: Outshopped as 26 AVE on 2 September 1909 after 
having been built by Herbert and Party at Newport Work- 
shops. It was recoded 26 AE in approximately 1910. 

Work was in progress at Newport Workshops in Septem- 
ber 1939 on the conversion of 26 AE to a buffet car with 
an internal arrangement similar to Taggerty. Work on the car 
was suspended shortly after the outbreak of the Second 
World War and it was stored at Newport Workshops. It was 
later stored at Bendigo. 

Shopped at Newport in early 1955 to be converted to a 
restaurant car. 

Outshopped as restaurant car Moyne on either 4 or 5 Octo- 
ber 1955. The car was fitted with airconditioning and Spirit 
of Progress type bogies at this stage. 


Entered revenue service on the Horsham and Warrnam- 
bool corridors on 10 October 1955 sharing a roster with 
restaurant car Kiewa. 

Withdrawn from service as a restaurant car on 4 April 1959 
with plans to convert the vehicle to a standard ‘E’ type car 
with airconditioning. 

Outshopped in December 1961 as an airconditioned 
economy class sitting car coded 2 BG. It ran almost exclu- 
sively on the Melbourne - Dimboola service from this date. 

Derailed and extensively damaged in a level crossing 
accident at Glenorchy on 8 February 1971. It was partially 
cut-up on site and transferred to Newport Workshops (arriv- 
ing at Newport on 17 February 1971). It was officially con- 
demned and scrapped on 16 June 1971. 

Note: A photo of the exterior of Moyne appears in the 
reprint of the November 1957 to August 1958 issues of 
Divisional Diary. 


LOUNGE CAR/CLUB CAR 


Outshopped from Newport Workshops as the parlor car 
for the Spirit of Progress on 17 November 1937. It was built 
of Cor-Ten steel and featured a rounded tail. No name or 
number was carried by the car and it was known simply as 
the ‘Parlor Car’. 

Entered regular service on the Spirit of Progress on 
23 November 1937. Withdrawn from the Spirit of Progress on 
15 August 1956 and was shopped to be fitted with light 
refreshment facilities. 

From 24 September 1956, it was attached to the Daylight 
in lieu of the Spirit of Progress when the frequency of the 
Daylight was increased from three to six days per week. 

It was withdrawn in February 1957 to be converted to the 
‘Lounge Car’, and was outshopped in its new form in April 
1957. 

The ‘Lounge Car’ was withdrawn from service on the 
Daylight on 20 April 1958 and was shopped for internal 
alterations. The two major changes were: 

e Fitting AZ type seats in the observation saloon. 
e Fitting out the smoking saloon with tables and chairs to 
serve refreshments. 

It was outshopped as the ‘Club Car’ on 13 May 1958 and ran 
a trial to Geelong on 16 May 1958. It went into service on the 
Daylight (its regular snares | on 20 May 1958.

In 1958 it was fitted with the Commonwealth bogies 
originally fitted to No.4 State Car for the tour by the Queen 
Mother (possibly in May when it was outshopped as the 
‘Club Car’). The concertina fitted at the vestibule end (desig- 
ned to give an unbroken external appearance between the 
ends of S type cars) was also removed at about the same time. 

With the introduction of through standard gauge passen- 
ger services between Melbourne and Sydney on 16 April 1962 
there was no regular roster for the ‘Club Car’. 

It was modified for use on the Commissioners’ tour train 
and outshopped on 21 March 1963 with the new name of Nor- 
man. Amongst the alterations undertaken at this time was the 
installation of a communication door in the observation end 
(complete with diaphragm). The first outing for Norman on 
the Commissioners’ tour train was on an inspection of the 
South Eastern lines conducted during the week ending 6 
April 1963. 


During an overhaul completed in October 1985, a new code . : 


and number of 237 OS was applied to the car, although the 
name Norman was retained. It is believed that the diaphragm 
added to the car in 1963 was removed at this stage. 

Repainted from blue and gold to a special grey and white 
colour scheme at Newport Workshops in March 1988 to run 
in the Royal Train operated for Queen Elizabeth II. This new 
colour scheme was introduced specifically for this train. 

Repainted in the new red and blue V/Line colour scheme in 
June 1994. Norman was the first V/Line vehicle to wear the 
new red, blue and white colour scheme. 

Repainted in the brown/red heritage colour scheme at Sey- 
mour for use in the ‘Classic Carriages’ fleet in July 1995. 


RMS: The three Victorian and NSW joint stock RMS class 
dining cars (2358, 2359 and 2360) all entered V&NSW service 
on 12 April 1962. They were built by Commonwealth 
Engineering of Granville, NSW and their sole roster was the 
Southern Aurora. The RMS accommodated 48 diners at 12 
tables and featured an all electric kitchen. 

The Spirit of Progress and the Southern Aurora were 
amalgamated into a new service called the Me/bourne/Sydney 
Express which ran for the first time on 3 August 1986. The 
RMS class dining cars were assigned to work on the new train 
providing refreshments to first class passengers. 
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The locomotive hauled Melbourne/Sydney Express was 
replaced by the XPT on 21 November 1993. The Melbourne/ 
Sydney Express was the last regular roster for the RMS cars. 

RMS 2360, which was damaged by fire at Goulburn on 
6 August 1990, was bought by West Coast Railway in 1993/94 
shortly after the Me/bourne/Sydney Express ceased to run. It 
was delivered to the West Coast Railway depot at Ballarat 
East on 1 July 1994. 

RMS 2358 has been retained by the SRA of NSW for 
Corporate use since late 1994. 

It is believed that RMS 2359 has been permanently loaned 
by the SRA of NSW to the Rail Transport Museum since late 
1994 to form a mini-Southern Aurora consist with other stock 
from this train. 


BCS: The three Victorian and NSW. joint stock BCS class 
lounge cars (2355, 2356 and 2357) all officially entered 
V&NSW service on 12 April 1962. Cars 2356 and 2357 were 
originally accepted by the NSWR on the following dates: 


BCS 2356 28 February 1962 
BCS 2357 14 March 1962 


They were built by Commonwealth Engineering of Gran- 
ville, NSW and their sole roster was the Southern Aurora. The 
BCS accommodated 40 passengers in fixed lounges and mov- 
able chairs and featured a bar for the preparation of drinks 
and light refreshments. 

Lounge car BCS 2355 was written off on 7 February 1969 
following the head-on collision between the Southern Aurora 
and a standard gauge goods train at Violet Town. A replace- 
ment was built by Commonwealth Engineering (BCS 2379) 
which entered V&NSW service on 25 December 1970 
(accepted by NSWR for service on 22 December 1970). 

The Spirit of Progress and the Southern Aurora were amal- 
gamated into a new service called the Melbourne/Sydney 
Express which ran for the first time on 3 August 1986. The 
BCS lounge cars were assigned to work on the new train and 
served the needs of first class passengers. 

The locomotive hauled Melbourne/Sydney Express was 
replaced by the XPT on 21 November 1993. The Me/bourne/ 
Sydney Express was the last regular roster for the BCS cars. 

It is believed that BCS 2356 has been permanently loaned 
by the SRA of NSW to the Rail Transport Museum since late

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1994 to form a mini-Southern Aurora consist with other stock 
from this train. 

BCS 2357 and BCS 2379 have been retained by the SRA 
of NSW for Corporate use since late 1994. 


VFR: The two VFR cars were converted in February 1964 
from the following existing VFS class cars: 

3 VFS to 1 VFR 

4 VFS to 2 VFR 


The two VFS cars had originally been outshopped from 
Newport Workshops as BS cars and were converted to VFS 
cars for use on the standard gauge Spirit of Progress on the 
following dates: 


14 BS 14 December 1956 
9 BS 5 July 1955 

14 BS to 3 VFS’) March 1962 

9 BS to4 VFS 10 April 1962 


On 1 March 1964 the VER cars officially entered service on 
the Spirit of Progress as Car 24 (in both carriage sets) providing 
supplementary refreshment facilities to the VRS full buffet 
cars. 

It is unknown when the buffet compartment in the VFR 
cars ceased to be used (possibly in the mid-1970s). 

1 VFR was withdrawn from standard gauge service and 
outshopped as buffet car 10 BRS for use on broad gauge intra- 
state services on 2 September 1983. It was renumbered 230 
BRS on 17 September 1984. This vehicle was placed into stor- 
age in May 1995. 

2 VFR was renumbered 215 VFR in December 1987. It was 
withdrawn from standard gauge service and outshopped as 
Economy class sitting car 215 BS for use on broad gauge intra- 
state services on 12 December 1990. This vehicle was placed 
into storage on 13 October 1994. 

Tenders for the sale of 230 BRS and other ‘S’ type cars 
stored at Newport Workshops closed on 21 June 1995. 230 
BRS was sold to Steamrail in October 1995. 

215 BS has been retained by the PTC as a potential source 
of spare parts for its carriage fleet. 


MBS: The MBS cars originally entered service as either AS 
or BS class cars on the following dates: 
9 AS 2 December 1948 
2 BS 14 November 1937 (2 BS entered service as Spirit 
of Progress Car No.7. It was recoded 2 BS on 
30 August 1939). 


BCS 2379 at Spencer Street in October 1993 Chris Banger 


3 BS 14 November 1937 (3 BS entered service as Spirit 
of Progress Car No.8. It was recoded 3 BS on 
30 August 1939). 
9 AS prior to its conversion to an MBS was converted to 
3 ABS on 4 September 1956. In this form it ran on the broad 
gauge Daylight and later the Albury Express. It also ran on air- 
conditioned Race Trains as well as occasionally replacing 
either 1 ABS or 2 ABS as the roadside car on the Overland. 
3 ABS was converted back to 9 AS in October 1963. 
2 BS, 3 BS and 9 AS were converted to MBS cars on:

213 BS was 
bought by Steamrail, whilst 227 BRS was bought by the Great 
Southern Railway Society (GSRS) based at Korumburra. 229 
BRS was bought by West Coast Railway, who repainted the 
car in their blue and white colour scheme by June 1996. 

GSRS owned 227 BRS was used by West Coast Railway 
during the 1995 Christmas holiday period. 

213 BS was sold to Steamrail. 


OVERLAND CLUB CARS 
The three Club Cars were outshopped by Islington Work- 
shops in Adelaide on the following dates: 


Club No.1 +2 November 1970 
Club No.2 2 November 1970 
Club No.3 ~=15 December 1970 


The first Club Cars entered regular service on the Overland 
from 2 November 1970 and were fitted out for head end 
power operation from the time they were first outshopped. 
The Club Cars were extensively overhauled and internally 
refurbished with modern decor on the following dates: 


Club No. 1 15 July 1991 
Club No. 2. October 1991 
Club No. 3. April 1991 

Club Car Nos. 2 and 3 were converted over to standard 
gauge in 1995 for use on the Overland and are still in service 
on this train. Club No.1 was allocated to V/Line Passenger for 
use on special trains after the broad gauge Overland was with- 
drawn on 1 March 1995. 

Club No.1 was repainted by SLSPG into the brown/red 
heritage livery in September 1995 to match the other mem- 
bers of the ‘Classic Carriages’ fleet. It is now named Victoria 
(and marketed as a Club Car).

1 RBJ and 2 RBJ were fitted out for head end power oper- 
ation at the time of their conversion from BJ to RBJ, whilst

it was still a BJ car on 4 October 1970.

In which you are travelling was built at the Railway 
Workshops, Newport, Victoria. It is hauled by a 
powerful diesel-electric locomotive of the B class. 


Travelling non-stop daily, each way between Melbourne 
and Albury, ‘‘ Spirit of Progress '’ is Australia’s best 
known train, It Is built of special steel. Its air- 
conditioning equipment regulates temperature and 
humidity and completely eliminates dust. Selected 
insulation materials have reduced noise to a minimum, 
and special gear prevents vibratlon even at top speed. 
On its daily run, a mile a minute is averaged for much 
of the 190} mile journey. The maximum permissible 
speed on this line Is 70 m.p.h. 

A feature of the express Is its modern kitchen with 
walls and equipment of stainless steel. It has earned 
the warm praise of visitors from all parts of the world. 
The first passenger run of ‘‘ Spirit of Progress '' was 
made on November 23, 1937.

4BS 14 November 1937 (4 BS entered service as Spirit 
of Progress Car No.9. It was recoded 4 BS on 
30 August 1939). 


They were converted to MRS cars for use on the Mildura 
corridor in 1977. 1 BS became 2 MRS, whilst 4 BS became 
1 MRS. Both were outshopped on 9 July 1977. 

The two MRS cars were converted to BRS cars on: 


1 MRS to 225 BRS’ 7 October 1983 
2 MRS to 226 BRS 21 April 1984 


They were placed into storage on the following dates: 


225 BRS January 1995 
226 BRS 13 October 1994 


225 BRS was purchased by West Coast Railway and owner- 
ship was officially transferred on 9 April 1995. It had actually 
been delivered to the West Coast Railway depot at Ballarat 
East on 9 March 1995. 

226 BRS was sold to the Seymour Loco Steam Preservation 
Group in October 1995 and arrived in Seymour on 1 Novem- 
ber 1995. Tenders for the sale of this and other ‘S’ type cars 
stored at Newport Workshops had closed on 21 June 1995.

SOUTH WEST — Geelong - 
Warrnambool - Cressy - Ararat 


GHERINGHAP: Our Gheringhap 
correspondent has reported some 
unusual and interesting locomotive 
combinations. No.9151 goods (which 
can pass through from 19 00 to 
midnight) and No.9152 goods are 
often used to transfer West Coast 
Railway motive power to and from 
Ballarat. Examples include B76 
trailing X37 on No.9152 at 02 50 on 
Thurs.14.3, whilst double S class 
locos were seen behind an 
unidentified G and X class on 
Wed.5.3. 

Other broad gauge combinations 
have included X43-G511-X37-X45 
hauling No.9141 goods (Fri.28.2) 
whilst triple X class (X50-X39-X43) 
were seen on the same train on 
Thurs.14.3. 


Meanwhile on the standard gauge 
the Silverton 442s are still common 
as trailing units whilst DLs are 
becoming more frequent.

More on the E cars. 

I have enjoyed the recent articles on 
the E cars. 

However, despite the detail, the sub- 
stitution of four wheel bogies under 
CE vans seems to be overlooked. In 
particular all joint stock CEs appear to 
be so altered but I suspect that a num- 


ber of VR vehicles were so altered. 
The attached extracts from a working 
timetable, Northern and Midland Dis- 
tricts 4 November 1963 indicate joint 
stock vehicles Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 26 and 27 
and VR vehicles Nos. 15, 33, 34, 36 and 
37, being of twenty tons capacity and 
fifty tons rating. 

The balance of the class, assumed all 
to be carried on six wheel bogies, are 


noted as being of twelve tons capacity 
and forty five tons rating. 

Also I recall observing that some six 
wheel bogies under CE vans were fit- 
ted with disc wheels instead of the 
more common spoked variety seen 
under the passenger cars. 

Could any of your readers perhaps 
clarify these matters?

BOOK REVIEW 


AUSTRALIAN STEAM 
LOCOMOTIVES 1896-1958 


by Jim Turner 


Published by Kangaroo Press, 192 pp, 
ISBN 0-86417-778-X. RRP $65.00. 


This handsome landscape format book 
which is a collection of superb side 
elevation watercolor paintings of Aus- 
tralian steam locomotives deserves a 
place on the bookshelves of many 
railway enthusiasts. 


The book reproduces 146 paintings 
by Jim Turner of locomotives intro- 
duced to service between 1896 and 
1958. All are illustrated to a great level 
of detail which will make this book 
invaluable to the railway modeller. 
Each of the paintings occupy either a 
full page or double page spread and 
is accompanied by captions which 
explain the reasons behind the design 
of the locomotives, a brief service his- 
tory of the class and a list of preserved 
examples. While most of the locos are 
illustrated in their normal road livery 
of black, the artist has included some 
one off color schemes such as SAR 
2-8-4 loco 725 in silver and green and 
NSWGR 4-6-0 NN 1315 in Royal Blue 
livery as it was delivered in 1917. 

There is a Pictorial Index at the back 
of the book which consists of minia- 
ture illustrations of each loco to the 


same scale so one can compare the 
relative sizes of the various loco- 
motives. Also included is a list of 
locomotive builders and an extensive 
bibliography. 

This reviewer has a few criticisms of 
this otherwise excellent book. Al- 
though the book is titled Australian 
Steam Locomotives, the artist/author has 
chosen to ignore the locomotives of 
the Commonwealth Railways system. 
To omit locomotives such as the G, K, 
C, L and NM types even though their 
designs were based on locomotives 
used elsewhere in Australia is unfor- 
tunate. To omit the rarer locomotives 
such as the CA and CN 4-6-0 loco- 
motives imported secondhand from 
North America during the Second 
World War really does detract from 
the book, making it somewhat incom- 
plete. Perhaps even more absurd is the 
inclusion of no less than four double 
page illustrations of the Australian 
Standard Garratt, probably the most 
spectacular failure of any locomotive 
design in this country. It is unneces- 
sary to include the QR, TGR, WAGR 
and SAR versions of this ill-fated loco- 
motive type when a single illustration 
would suffice. 

Perusal of the Pictorial Index reveal- 
ed one error; the illustration for the 
NSWGR C30T class is in facta VR X 
class Mikado. The illustration on page 
123 is of the VR K class 2-8-0 No 109 as

built in 1922 but the service history is 
that of No. 152 which was built in 1940! 
Attention to detail is vital in a publi- 
cation such as this which will be used 
as a reference in decades to come. 
These are minor quibbles that only 
slightly mar an otherwise excellent 
publication which is the first of its type 
to be published in this country. A 
second companion volume, covering 
locomotives from the early period 
from 1855 to 1896 is scheduled to be 
published later this year. The reviewer 
commends Jim Turner on the produc- 
tion of this volume and recommends 
it to all students of Australian railway 
history.
